Retabulation 
affects totals, 
not outcome 

A recount of the votes cast in 
Crockett, Dingus, and Ezel voting pre- 
cincts at the Nov. 7 general election gave 
Judge Executive Tim Conley a final 
county- wide majority of 1,119 votes 
(61.9%) over his opponent, Mike 
Gevedon. 

Initial tabulations on election night 
had given Conley a 1,329-vote victory 
margin. 

The recount was ordered by County 
Clerk Randy Williams early on the 
morning following the election after it 
was detected that mistakes made in clos- 
ing the voting machines in the three pre- 
cincts could have caused candidate’ to- 
tals to be tabulated wrongly. 

The corrected tabulations showed 
that Conley received 3,087 votes and 
Gevedon ’s corrected total was 1,968. 
The initial tabulation on election night 
showed Conley with 3,352 votes and 
Gevedon with 1,023. 

Mistakes by poll officers while at- 
tempting to close the voting machines 
caused some votes to be counted twice 
in the Ezel and Dingus precincts, Will- 
iams said. 

Williams said the recount of the votes 
cast in the Ezel precinct showed that 
Conley received 330 votes and 
Gevedon ’s vote was unchanged. The 
election night tabulation showed Conley 
with 422 votes and Gevedon with 201. 

In the Dingus precinct, the recount 
showed Conley with 363 votes and 
Gevedon with 126. The tabulation on 
election night had given Conley 536 
votes and Conley 181. 

The totals in the Crockett precinct 
remained unchanged following the re- 
count. 

The voting machines from each of the 
three precincts became suspect when all 
had to be brought to the clerk’s office 
on election night to be properly sealed 
and reopened. The election board was 
able to open the voting machines from 
the Crockett precinct and tabulated them 
by hand. However, the machines from 
Ezel and Dingus precincts required the 
services of a technician on standby from 
the company that sold the voting 
macines to the county, and it wasn’t un- 
til the unofficial vote tabulations had 
been released to the news media that the 
errors were discovered. 

The corrected count showed that 
59.99% of the county’s 8,981 registered 
voters voted in the election. Votes cast 
on Nov. 7 in the judge executive race 
totaled 5,055, as compared to 4,185 cast 
in that race in 2002. 

The corrected county-wide vote tabu- 
lations are published elsewhere in this 
edition.

Gubernatorial Campaign 
Just Around Corner

Kentuckians who have en- 
dured a momentous political 
struggle between Democratic and 
Republican candidates for local, 
state and national offices will 
have only a couple months’ re- 
spite before the partisan struggle 
begins again. 

This time the battle will be 
over which party controls Ken- 
tucky state government beginning 
in January 2008. It very well 
could be more interesting than 
any gubernatorial election at least 
since John Y. Brown Jr. de- 
scended on the commonwealth 
with his ample checkbook and 
new bride, former Miss America 
and television personality Phyllis 
George Brown in 1979. 

Unlike the 1979 campaign for 
governor, the 2007 election will 
not turn on glitz and glamour, but 
instead of the travails of incum- 
bent Republican Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher. Democrats will be lin- 
ing up to bash away at Fletcher’s 
legal problems over allegations of 
abusing state personnel laws, as 
well as Fletcher’s demonstrable 
lack of political and administra- 
tive skills while in office. 

Even Fletcher’s own party 
leaders have deserted him in 
droves, but the governor 
perserveres, ignorning calls form 
the state GOP hierarchy that he 
not seek re-election next year. 

As only the second governor 
able to seek a second consecutive 
term in office, Fletcher’s predica- 
ment is in stark contract the first 
governor able to succeed himself, 
Fletcher’s predecessor Paul 
Patton. 

Patton was elected governor 
by a narrow - and controversial 
- margin in 1995 over Republi- 
can Farry Forgy. A constitutional 
amendment passed during the 
previous administration of Gov. 
B rereton Jones permitted a gov- 
ernor to seek re-election. 

(Jones helped the admendment 
pass by taking himself out of the 
contest. Jones predecessor, Gov. 
Wallace Wilkinson, pushed un- 
successfully for an amendment 
permitting him to run for a sec- 
ond term. When the General As- 
sembly refused to put it on the 
ballot, Wilkinson briefly put his 
wife, Martha, in the race.) 

By the end of Patton’s first 
term, his successes in reforming 
higher education and a bulging 
state treasury because of a strong 



HAZARD, Ky., Nov. 10 — 
Appalachian Regional 

Healthcare, Inc. (ARH) today 
filed a Notice of Appeal with the 
United States Sixth Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
after unsuccessful attempts in the 
past two weeks to reach a com- 
promise with the Kentucky 
Nurses Association (KNA). 

ARH President and CEO Jerry 
W. Haynes expressed disappoint- 
ment that the parties were unable 
to end the current legal dispute, 
involving efforts by ARH to move 
away from paying a large num- 
ber of its employed registered 
nurses 40 hours of pay for only 
36 hours of work performed. 

Members of ARH manage- 
ment and the KNA leadership met 
in Fexington on October 30 in an 
effort to find common ground on 
a number of issues, including the 
current dispute involving the “36 
for 40” scheduling. ARH pro- 
posed a compromise that would 
pay all affected registered nurses 
back pay plus accrued interest 
from last December to the present 
time, in exchange for the KNA 
agreeing to the affected registered 
nurses working either eight-hour 
shifts or 12-hour “flexible sched- 
ules” from now until the end of 
the current contract’s term. The 
collective bargaining agreement 



state economy made Patton vir- 
tually unbeatable. Kentucky Re- 
publicans were able only to run a 
token opponent in 1999. 

That all changed, however, in 
Patton’s second term. The 
economy soured, budgets had to 
be cut painfully, Republicans took 
control of the state senate and the 
final humilation came with the 
revelation of Patton’s affair with 
a woman who went very public 
with the details of that affair. 
Patton’s blubbering confession on 
national television ended his po- 
litical career. 

In stepped Sixth District U.S. 
Rep. Ernie Fletcher, handpicked 
by U.S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell to “clean up Frank- 
fort.” Fletcher waltzed past 
Democratic Attorney General 
Ben Chandler in the 2003 general 
election. 

But Fletcher had none of 
Patton’s political capital or skill 
in his first term. A deadlocked 
General Assembly could not pass 
a state budget and teachers threat- 
ened to strike because of a 
Fletcher health insurance plan the 
governor had to back out of. Then 
in 2005, a whistleblower showed 
up in Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo’s office with a pile 
of documentation that high offi- 
cials in Fletcher’s administration 
had been systematically under- 
mining state merit system laws to 
put Republicans into jobs pro- 
tected from political manipula- 
tion. 

A special grand jury began is- 
suing the indictments. Fletcher 
pardoned everyone. Fletcher him- 
self was indicted and reached a 
deal with Stumbo to prevent his 
prosecution. 

The rest, as they say, is now 
Kentucky political history. 

Whether Fletcher becomes 
political history next year is the 
reason 2007 will be almost as fun 
for political junkies as 2006. 

Only Western Kentucky busi- 
nessman and former Fletcher 
campaign finance chairman Billy 
Harper has been willing to take 
on the governor for the Republi- 
can nomination. 

But practically every major 
Democrat is contemplating his or 
her chances of getting the nomi- 
nation to rub Fletcher’s nose in 
his 4-year-old promise to “clean 
up Frankfort.” 



between ARH and the KNA is set 
to expire on September 30, 2007. 

As a result of the progress 
made at the October 30 meeting, 
the KNA leadership agreed to 
present the ARH offer of compro- 
mise later in the week to its Col- 
lective Bargaining Steering Com- 
mittee, for consideration. On No- 
vember 2, ARH learned that its 
offer had been rejected by this 
Steering Committee and that no 
counter-offer by the KNA would 
be forthcoming.

jockying to head their tickets in 2007 gubernatorial election

FRANKFORT, Nov. 12 — 
Kentucky Democrats had no 
more than finished slapping John 
Yarmouth on the back last Tues- 
day night for his defeat of Third 
District U.S. Rep. Anne Northup 
than they were huddled together 
speculating on whom among 
them would run against Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher in next year’s gu- 
bernatorial election. 

There certainly is no shortage 
of gubernatorial ambitions out 
there among Democrats. There 
may even be several Republicans 
quietly assessing their chances of 
taking on Fletcher in the May 
GOP primary. 



That’s because no Democrats 
and few Republicans think 
Fletcher has a chance of winning 
a second four-year term as gov- 
ernor. 

The only thing everyone 
seems to agree on is that deci- 
sions have to be made soon if 
opponents are to begin playing 
catch-up to Fletcher’s months- 
old fundraising efforts. 

Top Democratic leaders have 
worked in the last year to focus 
support on a single ticket for 
2007 to avoid the kind of bitter 
and expensive primary that Ken- 
tucky Democrats hold with regu- 
larity. It isn’t apparent if that ef- 
fort will prove successful or even 



effective in focusing party re- 
sources on regaining the Execu- 
tive Mansion. 

Right now, everyone is wait- 
ing to hear from Sixth District 
U.S. Rep. Ben Chandler, 
everyone’s frontrunner to beat 
the man who, in 2003, defeated 
Chandler’s lifelong ambition to 
be elected governor. 

But Chandler has made it 
clear he likes being a member of 
Congress, and he will like it even 
more with Democrats in control 
of the House beginning in Janu- 
ary. 

My guess is that Chandler will 
stay put and use his new position 
to direct federal programs and 



money into the state. As young 
as Chandler is, he can put off ful- 
filling his own gubernatorial am- 
bitions for a couple of decades 
or more. 

And I don’t believe the most 
qualified Democrat — or, for that 
matter, Republican — to be gov- 
ernor will make the race. Louis- 
ville Mayor Jerry Abramson has 
years of experience managing a 
large bureaucracy and dealing 
with huge budgets. His successes 
as mayor are legion, and he was 
just reelected by a landslide. 

It’s the timing of that landslide 
voter endorsement, however, that 
makes it difficult for Abramson 
to announce a month later that 



he’s taking next year off to roam 
all over the state running for yet 
another elected office. 

Besides Abramson is another 
who actually likes his current job. 

So that leaves a host of pos- 
sibilities: former Gov. Brereton 
Jones, former Lt. Gov. Steve 
Henry, Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo, State Auditor Crit 
Luallen, Louisville businessman 
Charlie Owen, Lexington attor- 
ney Terry McBrayer, and that’s 
only the most obvious list. 

As for opponents for Lletcher 
from within his own party, I can’t 
imagine the same Republican 
leaders so critical of him last 
summer simply walk away and

businessman Billy Harper to de- 
termine whether the GOP retains 
control of state government an- 
other four years. 

Northup would be a formi- 
dable opponent. She certainly 
could raise the money necessary 
for a race. But she’s never run 
outside of Jefferson County or 
managed anything more than a 
congressional office, a fact that 
Fletcher proved is a distinct li- 
ability. 

Lt. Gov. Steve Pence hasn’t 
ruled out taking on his 2003 run- 
ning mate in 2007. His very pub- 
lic split with Fletcher would be 
to his advantage, but his refusal 
to resign would leave him open 
to the attack ads we saw so much 
this fall. 

It all comes down to whether 
U.S. Senator Mitch McConnell, 
who now won’t be Senate major- 
ity leader, will decide it’s time to 
clean up the mess in Frankfort 
once again, but with someone 
else wielding a bucket and mop. 

With Fletcher’s approval rat- 
ings still below 40 percent, it is 
difficult to imagine McConnell 
and other party leaders not mak- 
ing a concerted effort to offer 
voters a Republican alternative 
next year. 

If they don’t, it makes it too 
easy for a Democrat to win, and 
McConnell has never been 
known to make life easy for any 
Democrat. 

So perhaps by ThanksgivingV, 
almost surely by Dec. 1, next 
year’s political cast of characters 
should be fairly clear.

veteran Tony Adkins addressed 
the audience. 

Bradley spoke of his military 
service, during which he was in 
the hospital 23 months. 

“I enlisted in the military in 
1940,” Bradley said. “I was 
wounded in World War II and 
spent 23 months in the hospital. 
I recall the Uncle Sam ‘I want 
YOU’ signs of that time... When 
Uncle Sam pointed his finger, 
you didn’t talk your way out it, 
you just went. I want to thank the 
Woman’s Club for honoring vet- 
erans.” 

Pennington, widow of late 
Vietnam veteran J.W. 
Pennington, emphasized the im- 



portance of a united nation. 

“Vietnam was a difficult time 
for America; especially for our 
youth,” Pennington said. “We 
faced great strife, and the coun- 
try was very divided. However, 
we know it requires total com- 
mitment from each citizen to pre- 
serve freedom - and our veter- 
ans have always been at the fore- 
front of that.” 

Nickell, a local historian, 
shared anecdotes from World 
War II-era letters, and expressed 
patriotic gratitude. 

“It has always been our duty 
to fight, though the decision to is 
sometimes difficult,” Nickell 
said. “We owe so much to 
America, and to the veterans who 
have preserved its government. 
We must pay homage to these 
brave Americans, and to our 
country herself.” 

Adkins gave an update on the

“I had wanted to run in a mara- 
thon before my 40th birthday,” 
Rowland said. “I was extremely 
happy to fulfill that dream, 
though my time (6 hours and 19 
minutes) was not as fast as I had 
hoped, and I hurt my knee near 
the 15-mile marker.

Having a fire escape plan is 
essential for every family 



Close your eyes. Imagine you 
are sleeping soundly when the 
blaring sounds of your smoke 
alarms jolt you awake. What do 
you imagine happens next? 

If you are like many West 
Liberty and Morgan County 
residents, you will probably 
picture yourself jumping up out 
of bed and walking through 
clouds of white smoke, taking 
time to gather the things you 
would want to save from the 
flames. 

If any part of that is what you 
imagined, it is time you opened 
your eyes. 

I have been in the fire service 
for 20+ years, and I can tell you 
from my own personal 
experience that a real fire is 
nothing like what you just 
imagined. Here is the truth, from 
someone who has been there: 

A real fire is hot, hotter than 
any heat you have ever 
experienced. Sure, it starts small, 
but it grows and spreads quickly. 
The gases that are put off from 
the flames are poison. They are 
also hot enough to burn your 
lungs. Take in enough of these 
gases and you are dead. And then 
there is the smoke that is put off 
from the flames. It is thick, black 
and hot. It spreads quickly 
through the building, banking 
down from the ceiling to the 
floor; you will not be able to see 
through it to find the doors or 
windows. 

A real fire is not Hollywood, 
folks; it is hell. And a late-night 
fire is no time to realize that you 
have not prepared and have no 
idea how to escape from it. 

Every home, including mine, 
needs a well-thought out, well- 
rehearsed fire escape plan - 
before a fire happens. My family 
plan and I hope every family in 
West Liberty and Morgan County 
will soon have one too. 

National data shows that many 
of us have not planned ahead. 
According to the National Fire 
Protection Association, only a 
quarter of Americans have 
actually planned and practiced 
how they would escape a home 
fire. 

Not having a plan is a deadly 



mistake. NFPA estimates that 
3,925 people died in fires in 2003 
- including more than 3,000 in 
homes. If a fire strikes your 
home, will you be able to get out 
alive? Fire victims can tell you 
that knowing before a fire what 
to do and how to get out can be 
the deciding factor in whether or 
not you will survive. 

Here is what you need to do 
right now: 

• Install working smoke alarms 
on every level and outside of each 
sleeping area. 

• Develop a fire escape plan 
that identifies two ways out of 
each room and a family meeting 
place outside. 

• Make sure your plan allows 
for any special needs in your 
household. If everyone knows 
what to do, everyone can get out 
quickly. 

• Practice using the plan, at 
least twice a year. If everyone 
knows that everyone else is ready 
to exit quickly, no one will lose 
precious time trying to help 
someone who does not need help. 

Some studies have shown that 
children may not awaken to the 
sound of the smoke alarm. Know 
what your child will do before a 
fire occurs. 

If the unthinkable happens, 
yell FIRE! Move to your closest 
exit, and if you run into smoke, 
turn and use another way out. If 
you must exit through a room 
with smoke, get low and go under 
the smoke to your exit. Do not 
take time to pick up belongings; 
just get out and help others out. 
Move fast but stay calm. 

Sit down tonight and make a 
plan. Then take a few minute to 
talk through your home and 
practice using the exits you have 
identified. Choose a meeting 
place and memorize our 
emergency number, 743-3468, so 
you can call us once you get 
outside. 

I have seen a lot of tragedy in 
my career and nothing could 
more heartbreaking than seeing a 
family suffering when the loss 
could have been easily prevented. 
Take it from someone who 
knows. You need a plan.

scribed. Skipping doses or not 
filling the orders your doctors 
prescribe can lead to prolonged 
illness and relapses. 

• Keep a record of the prescrip- 
tion drugs you take and dosage, 
include over the counter and di- 
etary supplements. Share this in- 
formation with your doctors and 
pharmacists. They can help iden- 
tify duplicative prescriptions and 
help you avoid any adverse reac- 
tions. Order a Personal Medica- 
tion Record at HYPERLINK

• Use mail order to get a 90 
day supply of the medications 
you take on an on-going basis. 

If you are in Medicare, and 
you do not have drug coverage, 
consider enrolling in a Medicare 
Part D plan. You could face a late 
enrollment penalty if you wait 
and enroll later than when you 
were first eligible. Call Medicare 
at 1 -800-MEDICARE for infor- 
mation on plans offered in your 
area. Those with lower income 
can qualify for extra help in pay- 
ing all or part of the monthly plan 
premiums and co-payments. If 
your income is less than $14,700 
($19,800 for a married couple) 
you should apply for Medicare’s 
low income subsidy by contact- 
ing the Social Security Adminis- 
tration at: 1-800-772-1213. 

If you have high drug costs, 
and you do not qualify for 
Medicare’s low income subsidy, 
look into a Medicare Part D plan 
that provides drug coverage that 
extends into the coverage gap. In 
2007, this is the period after you 
have incurred $2,400 in drug 
costs. At that point, you are re- 
sponsible for 100% of drug costs 
until you reach the catastrophic 
level, which is $5,450 in total in- 
curred costs. Once you reach the 
catastrophic level, your plan will 
pay about 95 percent of the rest 
of your drug costs for the year.

Diabetes education 
classes being offered 

in West Liberty 

November is American Diabe- 
tes Month, a month-long effort to 
raise awareness about the serious- 
ness of diabetes and the need to 
prevent complications associated 
with diabetes, such as heart dis- 
ease and stroke. Controlling dia- 
betes can prevent or delay com- 
plications. The National Diabetes 
Education Program (NDEP) has 
published 7 Principles for Con- 
trolling Your Diabetes for Life. 
The 7 principles are: Know which 
type of diabetes you have (there 
are 2 types: 1 and 2), Get regular 
care for your diabetes, Learn how 
to control your diabetes, Treat 
high blood sugar, Monitor your 
blood sugar level, Prevent and 
diagnose long-term diabetes prob- 
lems, and finally, Get checked for 
Long-term problems and treat 
them. 

Diabetes is common in Mor- 
gan County with 10.4% of the 
adult population with diabetes, 
one third not being diagnosed. 
This means 1 in 10 Morgan 
County residents has the disease. 
A major risk factor for the disease 
is inactivity, which 29.8% of 
Morgan County residents report 
no physical activity or exercise. 
Diabetes is a costly disease, cost- 
ing the nation nearly $132 billion 
a year. The average yearly health 
care cost for a person with diabe- 
tes was $13,243 in 2002, com- 
pared to $2,560 for a person with- 
out diabetes.

A pregnant pause in the U.S. over Iraq 



Washington is in useful politi- 
cal limbo. After winning Con- 
gress, Democrats must prepare to 
work with a GOP president to 
decide the next steps in Iraq. The 
war’s executor, Donald 
Rumsfeld, is out. His expected 
replacement, ex-CIA chief Rob- 
ert Gates, brings a fresh view. 
And any week, the bipartisan Iraq 
Study Group will deliver propos- 
als for the choices ahead. 

Call it a new beginning for an 
old war. Of course, Iraq itself re- 
mains a jumble of warring fac- 
tions only loosely resisted by a 
newly elected government. And 
exit polls during the recent elec- 
tions in the U.S. reveal public 
opinion splits along three lines on 
what course to take: An immedi- 
ate U.S. withdrawal, a steady 
pullout over time, or a beefing up 
of troops to secure Iraq while it 
pulls itself together. 

But despite differences in 
public opinion, Washington may 
enjoy a brief period of bipartisan- 
ship between President Bush and 
an incoming Democratic Con- 
gress. 

Both sides have every reason 
to settle the issue of Iraq jointly 
before the next election. Neither 
party now has a hand on the tiller 
of Iraq’s listing ship. 



ANALYSIS 



Democrats may get carried 
away by launching too many of- 
ficial investigations into how the 
war has been conducted so far by 
the Bush administration. A few 
backward-looking probes by a 
House or Senate committee may 
be useful, such as in correcting 
problems in misspent funds by 
private U.S. contractors in Iraq, 
if done with a bipartisan tone. 

But the postelection climate of 
joint responsibilty for Iraq ar- 
gues for not using the war’s past 
as a partisan weapon. The key 
message from the 2006 elections: 
Figure out a different future for 
Iraq. 

Fortunately, the likely next 
House speaker, Nancy Pelosi, 
told PBS’s NewsHour: “We’re 
not about getting even. We’re 
about helping the American 
people get ahead.” 

Democrats will need to de- 
velop a measure of consensus 
quickly around a plan for Iraq. 
Otherwise, Republicans may be 
diverted into once again using the 
Democrats’ differences over the 
war for political gain. Represen- 
tative Pelosi laid down tracks for 
such a consensus by talking of a 



“responsible” redeployment” of 
U.S. troops while also pushing 
Iraqis into necessary political 
compromises and enlisting the 
aid of Iraq’s neighbors. 

That sounds a lot like what 
may come out of the Iraq Study 
Group, led by Republican James 
Baker, former secretary of State, 
and Democrat Lee Hamilton, 
former chairman of the House 
International Relations Commit- 
tee. The White House, too, is re- 
portedly moving in that direction. 

One possible point of consen- 
sus is that Iraq should not be left 
in the lurch, endangering the re- 
gion, or become a launching pad 
for terrorists. Victory against 
such an outcome still requires a 
stable and preferably democratic, 
government in Baghdad. 

The French statesman, George 
Clemenceau, once said: “War is 
a series of catastrophes that re- 
sults in a victory.” Iraq has had 
its share of catastrophes since 
2002. Learning from the mis- 
takes and then moving in unison 
is the only way ahead for now.

Governor Fletcher announces intention to raise profile , strengthen 

voice of special populations 



FRANKFORT, Ky. (Nov. 14, 
2006) - Governor Ernie Fletcher 
addressed the Special Advisory 
Commission of Senior Citizens in 
Frankfort Nov. 3 and shared his 
vision for long-term living for 
Kentucky’s senior citizens and 
people with physical disabilities. 

During his remarks at the 
evening banquet, Governor 
Fletcher announced plans to cre- 
ate a new department in the Cabi- 
net for Health and Family Ser- 
vices (CHFS) to centralize policy 
coordination, services and lead- 
ership on issues of consequence 
to older Kentuckians and people 
with physical disabilities. 

“The new Department for Ag- 
ing and Independent Living will 
focus on ensuring our seniors and 
individuals with disabilities live 
independently and with dignity,” 
Governor Fletcher said. “It will 
ensure they have a quality life as 
well as quality care.” 



The governor further called 
upon members of the committee, 
elder and disabilities advocates, 
service providers and service re- 
cipients to help design and define 
the department. 

“With your help and support, 
this department will lay the foun- 
dation to ensure Kentuckians, 
both seniors and individuals with 
disabilities, will live indepen- 
dently and with dignity today, 
tomorrow and for years to come,” 
he said. 

The proposed Department for 
Aging and Independent Living 
also will collaborate with other 
CHFS and external agencies 
serving persons with mental 
health and other types of disabili- 
ties. 

Since assuming office in

Wide open region stocked with young talent; Russell 
Elliott County early favorites

It was somewhat of a strange 
season in the 16th region last year.

1. Russell — The defending 
champs are in the top spot, al- 
though I’m still not convinced 
they’re the best team.

KNA rejects compromise 
on ‘36 for 40’; ARH appeals 



HAZARD, Ky., Nov. 10 — 
Appalachian Regional 

Healthcare, Inc. (ARH) today 
filed a Notice of Appeal with the 
United States Sixth Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
after unsuccessful attempts in the 
past two weeks to reach a com- 
promise with the Kentucky 
Nurses Association (KNA). 

ARH President and CEO Jerry 
W. Haynes expressed disappoint- 
ment that the parties were unable 
to end the current legal dispute, 
involving efforts by ARH to 
move away from paying a large 
number of its employed regis- 
tered nurses 40 hours of pay for 
only 36 hours of work performed. 

Members of ARH manage- 
ment and the KNA leadership 
met in Lexington on October 30 
in an effort to find common 
ground on a number of issues, 
including the current dispute in- 
volving the “36 for 40” schedul- 
ing. ARH proposed a compro- 
mise that would pay all affected 
registered nurses back pay plus 
accrued interest from last Decem- 
ber to the present time, in ex- 
change for the KNA agreeing to 



the affected registered nurses 
working either eight-hour shifts 
or 12-hour “flexible schedules” 
from now until the end of the cur- 
rent contract’s term. The collec- 
tive bargaining agreement be- 
tween ARH and the KNA is set 
to expire on September 30, 2007. 

As a result of the progress 
made at the October 30 meeting, 
the KNA leadership agreed to 
present the ARH offer of com- 
promise later in the week to its 
Collective Bargaining Steering 
Committee, for consideration. 
On November 2, ARH learned 
that its offer had been rejected by 
this Steering Committee and that 
no counter-offer by the KNA 
would be forthcoming. 

According to Jim Johnson, 
ARH system director of Labor 
Relations, ARH is very disap- 
pointed in this recent turn of 
events, and ARH continues to be 
willing to work with the KNA to 
find a solution to the ongoing dis- 
pute over the “36 for 40” issue.
